4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: On page 1 
lines 1-2, the phrase "The present invention... clause of claim 1" should be deleted. On 
page 1 lines 27-28, the phrase "This achievement by an arrangement according to the 
characterizing part of claim 1" should be deleted (The specification should not make any 
reference to the claims). On page 3, the end of line 1 is smudged and the end of line 2 
appears to be unfinished. On page 4 the ends of lines 1 and 2 are smudged. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 3, 5, 7, and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

7. In regards to claims 3 and 7, the term "fraction of each wheel" is unclear. It is 
uncertain "how much" constitutes a fraction. 

8. In regards to claim 5, the phrase "part (2) designed with the forming or machining 
element (6)" is redundant and does not further limit the structure due to the fact this 
phrase has been disclosed on lines 4-5 of claim 1 . 
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9. In regards to claim 7, the phrase "a sealing arrangement is designed to form a 
seal between the first part and the second part and to substantially enclose the fraction 
of each wheel" is unclear. If the sealing arrangement forms a seal, it is unclear how the 
fraction of the wheel is substantially enclosed and not completely enclosed. 

10. Claim 7 recites the limitation "the above mentioned fraction of each wheel" on 
line 3. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

1 1 . Claim 8 recites the limitation "the legs" on line 3. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

12. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

13. Claims 1-5 and 9-10 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Jonsson. 

Jonsson discloses the same invention including a sheet metal forming tool (3) 
comprising a first part (4) for performing a reciprocating movement, produce by a means 
of a drive arrangement (1 1 ), in relation to a second part (2) fixed to a stand (Fig. 2), a 
bearing arranged between the parts (6), that the first part has elements for forming a 
held sheet (14 and 15), that the bearing comprises at least one wheel (6) on a shaft (7) 
arranged on one of the parts (Fig. 2) and a running surface for the wheel on the 
remaining part (2), that the surface faces the wheel and defines the movement of the 
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first part (Fig. 1 ), that there are at least two wheels on the shaft arranged at a distance 
from one another (6), that each wheel is enclosed by a housing (8), that only a fraction 
of each wheel protrudes through an opening facing the running surface (Figs. 1 and 2), 
that the opening lies substantially close up to each wheel (Fig. 2), that the shaft is fixed 
to the first part (Fig. 3), that the wheels are rotatably mounted on the shaft (6), that the 
distance between the parts is less than the thickness of the sheet (Fig. 2), that the radial 
distance between the peripheral surface of each wheel and its pivot bearing is greater 
than the distance between the parts (Fig. 1). 



14. Claims 7 and 8 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Dekiel, Levesque, Hanaway ('534), Fletcher, Hanaway ('390), 
Houser, and Osaka et al.
